Leaders Honored

Two of Torrance's earliest community leaders hnve
Peen honored by their fellow cilzens this week by tributes
which many feel was overdue,

Sam Levy, a Torrance merchant lnd a leader 1n hu-
manitarian work in the community since 1919, has been
samed the city’s distinguished citizen for 1956.

Dr. Arthur P. Stevenson, who has completed 50 years
of service to his fellow man as a physician and surgeon,
has received a special award from his neighbors through
the Torrance Chamber of Commerce, an award citing his

contribution to the welfare of Torrance during the many

yoars he has practiced medicine here.

To both of these men, the HERALD extends its heart-
fest congratulations and the thanks of the community
which has benefited from their efforts.

In Mr. Levy’s case, his uncounted contributions to the
welfare of his neighbors coupled wilh his unparalleled
leadership in paigning for y projects regard-
less of the faith or creed of those seeking community sup-
port has endeared him to the hearts of thousands.

Selection of Mr. Levy for this honor came after his
name was put in nomination by several persons. His nomi-
nation and -others were then screened by a committee
composed of Mrs. Grover C. Whyte and, Mrs, William L
Laughon, originators of the award; and the past winers of
the award, Mervin M. Schwab, Paul Loranger, and Dean
L. Sears. Final selection was made by a committee whose
memben remain anonymous.

It’s The Law!

Food for thought for Torrance parents was’ offered
this weéek by the Torrance Council of Parents and Teach«
ers, as it sent home a pamphlet informing parents of the
laws regarding behavior of youngsters.

“Are you deli t in your r "ility as a.pi
ent?” the PTA bulletin inquires, but goes on to point
that in some cases youngsters get involved in trouble be-

cause they and their parents are not acquainted with the
law. :

With juvenile deli an oft problem,
the PTA’s emphasis on the law may be an eye-opener to
some parrents. The bulletin points out the following re-
quirements, many of them by state and local law:

CURFEW: Juveniles are forbidden to loiter on the
street or in other public places 10 p.m. to § am., unless
accompanied by an adult. Parents who allow their children
to be out are suhject to prosecution. under a Torance
ordinance.

LOITERING AROUND SCHOOLS: Persons who lolter
about schools or other public places where there are school,
children are ngrant under state law: Children should use
supervised recreation facilities at parks or schools. Par-
ents are urged to act as group leaders wherever possible.

DRIVERS’ LICENSES: No license may be issued to
anyone under 16, Licenses are required for any motor
vehicle on the streets, including motor scooters and motor

* bikes, Parents may sign drivers’ applications of their chil-

dren, under California’s Vehicle Code, but are liable for
any mishaps.

WEAPONS: Sale of fire- arms, ‘ammunition, or spring-
back knives to persons under 18 is forbidden. Youngsters
under 18 are forbidden to carry or use any of these, under
Torrance ordinance.

PARENT LIABILITY: Any misconduct of the young-
ster which results in any property damage, including
schools, leaves the parents liable fo rexpenses up to $300,
under state law. Students who damage school property
are subject to suspension or expulsion.

PARTIES: Hold invitational parties only to avmd
party crashing. Group activities are best at parties and
keep the lights on. Parents should stay home. Giving or’
ullln( alcohol to minors is punishable by a 1500 fine or
Jail sentence or both, under state law.

TOBACCO: Under state law, smoking or having to-
bacco on school property may result in the student's ex-
pulsion or suspension. It also is illegal to sall or gm to-
bacco to anyone under 18.

POOL HALLS: 1t is illegal for anyone to allow a‘
minor to play pool, billiards, or bowl anywhere in Tor-
rance, under city ordinance, Minors include girls under
18 and boys under 21,

Junior court jurisdiction extends to anyone under 21
who has no parent or guardian willing or capable of
exercising control over him or her, Anyone can petition
juvenile court on any violations.

Probably up to a few
months ago the average citi-
zen had never heard of the
“Gaza Strip.” As a result of
the crisis on: the  Egyptian-
Israel frontiers, Gaza is in
the headlines in a ‘big way
with the customary misinfor-
mation and emotions involved
in discussing such controver-
sial areas, Both Egypt and
Israel claim Gaza for differ-
ent reasons. Both Egypt and
Israel are in error in their
claims on Gaza, for Gaza ac-

/tually ‘belongs to neither.

We have covered Gaza re-
peatedly since the Arab-Israel

armistice in 1949, We. plan '

to return to Gaza again this
summer .on our: way to the
Far East from Russia, As we
know the Gaza strip, it's a
small area of land along the

- Mediterranean about 25 miles

long and at its widest part is
less than eight miles. It is all
that remains of .old Palestine
after the partition between
Arab and Jew.

Probably 70 per cefit of the
Gaza strip is absolutely
worthlegs .. .nothing but
shiftling sand dunes and utter
waste. The remaining 20 per
cent around the water holes
produce a fair variety of
melons, dates and citrus. This
is hardly sufficient to feed
some 300,000 people, about
two-thirds of whom are Pales-
tinian refugees displaced by
the war and rendered home-
less. WHy then, all the pres-
ent crisis about this desolate
piece of real estate with the
additional human problem in-
volved?

. In our opinion the princi-
pal reason for Egyptian
claims to Gaza is merely pres-
tige and “saving face." Gaza

did once belong to Egypt cen- .

turies ago . . . but never in
modern times. Gaza had been

 a part of Palestine for cen-

turies and between 1917-1048
was administered and ruled

- by England under the man-

date. When the British man-
date ended, the United Na-
tions—in an effort to medi-
ate the, crisis between Arab
and Jew - separated Gaza
along with other areas in
Palestine,  for the 'creation
of an Arab state within Pales-
tine.

The new Arab state never
materialized because of the
Arab-Jewish war in Palestine.
In the absence of a peace
treaty after the war, Israel
kept some of the areas desig-
nated by the UN as Arah ter-
ritory, for the creation of the
new Palestinian Arab state,
with the exception of Gaza,
Gaza, under the armistice
agreement, was placed under
Egyptian control.

Under this control Egypt
illegally militarized Gaza and
used it as a base for attacks
on Israel through the fanati-
cal “Fedayeen" , . . made up

of embittered displaced Pal-
estinian Arabs. It is princi-
pally because of these Egyp-
tian organized raids that Is-
rael launched its successful
attack upon Egypt last fall.

1t is now of the utmost im-
portance that Egypt refrain
from again militarizing 'the
Gaza strip. For whatever the
pros or cons of Israel's Oc-

tober invasion' of Egypt, Is-
rael had ample cause for °

complaint about Egypt's il-
legal use of the Gaza strip
for attacks upon her citizens
on the border, and violations

of the armistice agreement..

We have seen evidence of
these atrocities.

After- the recent cease fire
the UNEF (United Nations
Emergency . Force) occupied

the Gaza strip to police the

area for an undetermined
time. However, President
Nasser is seeking to limit this
UNEF occupation to a line
along the Gaza-Israel frontier,
stretching to the Gulf of
Agqaba, instead of the present
area along the Mediterranean
to Egypt.

It appears regretmble at
this juncture that the UN
resolution | setting up the
emergency force for the Near
East did not more explicitly
outline a permanent role for

its policing Gaza. Under the..

original 1947 UN agreement,
Egypt was given the right to
occupy Gaza and it is this
legal right that Egypt is try-
ing to enforce. At the time
of this 1047 agreement it
was assumed that Gaza would
be placed: under Egyptian
sovereignty as:a part of the
peace treaty between Israel
and Egypt, which never ma-
terialized.

LAW IN ACTION_

Notes on the Gaza Strip

In our opinion, the Gaza
strip is important to Israel
merely as a buffer or defense
point against its frontier. It
was from Gaza that Israel
was attacked by land and sea.
In some nine years of Egyp-
tian occupation, the Fedayeen
fanatical raids penetrated
deep into Israel soil: Israel
retaliated with war and drove
the Arabs out of Gaza. The
UN intervened with the re-
cent armistice and called for

the withdrawal of Israeli”

forces from Gaza under the

assumption that the United

Nations would administer the
Gaza strip pending a peace
settlement.

But Egypt, applying the
1947 UN mandate on Gaza
appointed a major general as
governor of Gaza, whd now is
administering ‘the strip ,in-
stead of UNEF. It is this’
Egyptian move that has ag-
gravated the situation once
more in Gaza. As Israel sees
it, the UN must police the
Gaza strip to enforce the ar-

mistice agreement which .

“prohibits any hostile acts by
land, sea or air, and irregu-
lar forces (such as the Feda-
yeen) or military forces of
both Egypt or Israel from oc-
cupying Gaza.”

It ‘appears to us that since
the United Nations inter-
vened in the Gaza crisis by
calling for the withdrawal of

JIsraeli forces and restoring '

Egyptian administration, it is
now up to the UN to see to
it that Egypt lives up to the
armistice agreement and' to
make every effort toward a
permanent solution involving
Gaza. Anything less would
constitute a danger to peace
in the Near East.

In The Jury Room

As a juror yuu‘vé heard‘
the case and now are re}iring
to the jury room, There you

first select a foreman to pre- *

side at your deliberations and
to bring your verdict' into
court,

In theh jury room you
should speak your mind free-
ly and without fear'and yet
hear what others think with
respect and attention, to the
end that sensible and sound
views shalk win out,

Decide on the evidence and
the law as the judge instruet-
ed you, Keep in mind other
things the judge may have
said — about the evidence,
how to decide what to be-
lieve, and who has the bur-

den of proof. Weigh the law-

yer's arguments,

In a civil case a plaintiff
should recover if he proves
his ease upon the “‘preponder«
ance of the evidence." (In a
criminal case proof must be
“beyond a reasonable doubt.”)

Since the verdict should
speak the probable iruth on
the disputed, points, each
juror should use his utmost

skill, fairness, and honesty to
reach a just verdlct in a law-
suit, X

In each case you hear as a

juror, you will get the forms .

of the verdict. In California
in a civil case three.fourths
of the jurors may reach a
decision. In a criminal case,
the jury must all agree on a
verdict.

The foreman signs the ver-
«dict, and the jury comes back
to take their places in the
jury box. The foreman hands
the clerk the verdict and he
hands it to the judge. The
judge then returns it and
tells the clerk to read it
aloud. The judge asks the
Jurors if such is their ver-
diet. Either party may have
the jury polled and it is the
duty of each juror to answer
truthfully whether the ver-
dict read is his.

When you have done this
the judge as a rule will thank
you. For you will have done
one of the highest serVices a
citizen can do,
